Congress Suspends Payment 
Of Reenlistment Allowance 

In the last hours before adjournment 
Thursday night, Congress voted to sus 
pend the reenlistment allowance for an 
other year beginning July 1. 

Defeated in all previous attempts to 
continue the reenlistment allowance ban, 
Administration leaders inserted the sus 
pension provision in the relief bill late 
Thursday evening and faced with the 
alternative of approving it or delaying 
adjournment, the House adopted the pro 
viso. Vainly, Representatives Scott and 
Izac, leaders in the fight for restoration, 
protested as Representative Woodrum 
proposed adoption of the suspension, and 
House approval came by an unrecorded 
vote of 147 to 43. 

Prospects for restoration had appeared 
bright. Just last week the IHlouse voted 
funds in the second deficiency bill for pay 
ment of the bonus to enlisted men of the 
Army by a roll call count of 205 to 121. 
The Senate eliminated this money, but a 
move to insert the suspension rider in the 
deficiency bill was blocked by Senator 
Sheppard, chairman of the Senate Mili 
tary Committee. Thus, even without the 
appropriation of funds for payment, en- 
listed men of the armed services would 
have been entitled to the bonus after 
June 30, and the best opinion was to the 
effect that it could be paid from the regu 
lar appropriations for pay. This stand 
was confirmed by an informal statement 
to the House Appropriation Committee by 
the General Accounting Office. 

Then, out of the clear sky came the 
motion to write the suspension into the 
relief bill as it came up for final action. 
To aid in securing approval of the pro 
viso, Administration leaders tied it up 
with an appropriation of $200,000 for 
rural electrification, so that if it were de 
feated, it would block that measure, 
which had strong farm support. 

Condemning the proposal, Representa 
tive Scott called for the House to vote it

National Defense Measures 
Feature Legislative Year 
National Defense fared well at the 


hands of the 75th Congress which passed 
into history Thursday night. Viewing a 
world in which two major wars are rag 
ing and each near-crisis among the Kuro 
pean powers threatens to set off a world 
conflagration, the legislators voted sub- 
stantial increases in the materiel and 
personnel of the Army and Navy with the 
view to keep the United States at peace. 
More than a billion dollars—-$1,046, 
756,831--was appropriated for the Armed 
Services for the fiscal year beginning July 
1, a record total for peace-time, A twenty 
percent increase in the strength of the 


Fleet was authorized and funds allowed 
for a large building program next year. 


The Army, too, will be strengthened by 
the largest peace-time appropriation for 
ordnance in history, under which new 
antiaircraft guns, semi-automatic rifles, 
tanks, combat cars and artillery will be 
supplied.

Corps, officer increases being authorized 
and funds made available for additional 
officers and enlisted men, The Reserves 
of both the Army and Navy received at 
tention, with a new basic act, envisaging 
an expansion, being enacted for the Naval 
Reserve, a substantial increase in training 
funds appropriated for the Officers Re 
serve Corps of the Army, and provision 
made for establishing the Regular Army 
Enlisted Reserve, 

Among the most important steps taken 
were several designed to improve the 
morale of the officers and enlisted men. 
After much discussion and compromise, a 
naval officer promotion reform bill was 
passed, designed to lessen the drastic 
elimination in the Line of the Navy and 
the Mari Corps. Several changes were 
made jn the Army personnel laws and a 
study initiated looking to possible more 
far-reaching changes next year. The ban

Navy Line Officer Bill 
Is Passed By Congress 


The naval personnel bill, designed to 
ameliorate existing injustices in the pro- 
motion systems of the Line of the Navy 
and of the Marine Corps, was passed by 
Congress this week. 

Moving swiftly during the closing days 
of the session, Senator Walsh, chairman 
of the Senate Naval Committee, called the 
measure up Monday, and secured Senate 
approval after but brief debate. The 
umendments adopted by the Senate com 
mittee, set forth in the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL last week, were approved and 
three other amendments written into the 
bill. Sent to conference with the House, 
a compromise measure was worked and 
approved by both houses on Wednesday, 
whereupon the bill was sent to the Presi 
dent. 

As finally written the bill provides for 
application of the “fitted” promotion plan 
to the grades of lieutenant, lieutenant 
commander and commander and for the 
employment of a percentage of “titted” 
ollicers on active duty, the President to 
set the percentage each year and the selec- 
tion board to designate the officers for 
retention for specified assured terms of 
service, Officers considered fitted but not 
employed shall be retired in the higher 
grade but with the pay of the lower grade, 
it is provided. Lieutenant commanders 
and lieutenants not selected as best fitted 
or fitted are discharged with two years’ 
pay, with, however, olflicers now in those 
grades having a guarantee of continuing 
service and retirement as provided under 
the old law. 

The increase in the Line and Marine 
Corps officer strength was set at 544% 
of the authorized enlisted strength in 
stead of 6% as provided by the House and 
5% as fixed by the Senate. Optional re 
tirement in the discretion of the President 
was allowed after 20 years instead of 15. 
Priority in assignments, as proposed by 
the Navy Department, will be given to 
“best fitted” officers over their “fitted” 
seniors in grade. During the seven-year 
probationary period set by the bill, officers 
will be subject to discharge with no dis 
charge pay. The bill as passed otherwise 
generally follows the House provisions. 

Designation of the approximately 672 
extra number lieutenants as regular offi 
cers will require a redistribution of offi 
cers in grade, which will result in the im 
mediate promotion of many oflicers now 
on the promotion lists above lieutenant, 
junior grade, There will be no slowing 
down of promotions to lieutenant during 
the next year as the result of a saving 
clause which promotes junior lieutenants 
as they would have been under the old 
law. It is not the present intention of the 
Department to convene selection boards 
sooner than the usual annual boards of 
December and subsequently it was stated 
this week. 

One important feature of the new act 
is the insertion of a prohibition against 
selection boards considering the medical 
records of officers, a point that has been 
under continuous discussion since the bill 
was first introduced this session

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Leaders Praise Journal For 
Navy Promotion Fight 

Congressional leaders, in commenting 
on the new naval personnel act this week, 
praised the work of the ARMY AND Navy 
Journal in bringing the need for selection 
reform to the attention of Congress and 
thereafter fighting for its accomplish- 
ment. 

Particular mention was made of the 
two surveys made by the JOURNAL to as- 
certain the views of Service personnel as 
to the personnel problem and to the con- 
sistent editorial demand for remedial ac- 
tion by Congress. Commenting on the com- 
pleted bill, Senator David I. Walsh, D. of 
Mass., chairman of the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee said: 

“The task of drafting a personnel bill 
contains many insurmountable = difficul- 
ties. However, I think that the bill passed 
is a decided improvement over the exist- 
ing system. Further changes may be 
necessary next year or later to work out 
some of the imperfections. 

“I want to add that I believe the Army 
wp Navy JouRNAL has been of the great- 
est help to the Naval Affairs Committee 
and to the Congress in presenting its 
views and the views of the personnel of 
the Service and in pointing out repeatedly 
the hardships and injustices that have re 
sulted from the present law.” 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, of 
Minn., ranking minority member of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, who 
played a large part in the drafting of the 
legislation, declared : 

“Tam might happy and grateful to the 
Anmy AND Navy JouRNAL for its assist- 
ance in the long fight to reform the Navy 
and Marine Corps promotion system. I 
congratulate them on their long and sus 
tained interest in providing a more equi- 
table system. 

“I don't believe the fight is over and I 
hope that the JourNAL will continue in its 
efforts to constantly improve the system. 
The new act is a vast improvement over 
the old law but it is not the ultimate solu 
tion. We must observe its operation care- 
fully to determine whether it must be 
changed, Also next vear, we must go after 
a bill for the Staff Corps.” 

Referring to the surveys made by the 
JouRNAL, Congressman Maas said: 

“Tam convinced that the JouRNAL’s ser 
vice in ascertaining Service opinion and 
the development of the legislation played 
an important part in the solution 
reached,” 

Representative Byron N. Scott, ID. of 
Calif., chairman of the subcommittee on 
personnel of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, whose name the bill bears, 
stated :

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Reserve Officers Association Meets in Cleveland

United States, meeting in Cleveland, 
Ohio, on Sunday, Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week, will hear the 
officers of the Association recount the his- 
tory of another year in the life of the 
ROA, a year that has seen the group 
reach an all-time high in membership and 
has seen the accomplishment of several 
major legislative objectives. 

The main issue to be presented to the 
Cleveland Convention will be the question 
of pay for inactive duty credits. The ques 
tion was broached at the mid-winter 
meeting of the executive council of the 
Association, and delegates to the Cleve 
land convention are expected to make 
recommendations with regard to the mat- 
ter. 

On the legislative front, the most im 
portant bill to be passed this year was 
the War Department Appropriation Bill, 


which contained appropriation for the 
training of 30,000) reserve officers as 


against 25,000 in previous vears. The re 
tention of the CCC camps at their present 
strength was also a major accomplish 
ment, inasmuch as it retained a great deal 
of reserve oflicers on active duty. 

The passage of the levistation which 
made officers serving with the National 
Guard, Organized Reserves and ROTC 
eligible for general staff duty, marks the 
attainment of one objective, while funds 
allocated to pay the travel expenses of 
dependents of reserve officers ordered to 
active duty for more than 14-day periods 
is another. 

Two additional measures which the As 
sociation hopes to have enacted are one 
providing compensation for reserve offi 
cers killed or physically injured while on 
authorized training status, even though 
they are not on a pay basis, and another 
providing at least six months hospitaliza 
tion for officers injured while on active 
duty, even if the injury was not incurred 
in line of duty. 

As usual, the program of the convention

West Point Graduation 

Secretary of War Harry H. Woodring 
this week told the graduating class at the 
U. S. Military Academy to start im- 
mediately to build up their service repu- 
tations in the Army, and passing on the 
advice of President Roosevelt to this 
year’s Naval Academy graduates, called 
on the Class of 1938 to broaden them- 
selves culturally as well as profession- 
ally. 

To become good officers, he said, they 
must continue their professional studies 
all through their service, This, however, 
is not enough, he said, continuing, “You 
should develop and retain a keen interest 
in world affairs, in the current history 
of this sometimes confused but always 
interesting planet. You should continue 
to pursue your excursions into the history 
of government, art and literature and 
continually broaden your cultural back- 
ground,” 

The graduation exercises, held in the 
natural ampitheatre at West Point on 
June 14, were witnessed by nearly 10,000 
persons, including 1690 members of the 
corps of cadets. The 301) graduating 
cadets heard Secretary Woodring address 
them as one of the concluding features of 
an event-packed June Week. 

On Sunday, June 12, the graduating 
class assembled in the cadet chapel to 
hear Chaplain H. Fairfaild Butt, IL, in 
his Baccalaureate Sermon, call upon 
them to prepare themselves to lead 
America in event of national emergency, 
and recount the story of the manner in 
which Gideon, an Israelite, deliverd his 
people from the hands of the pillaging 
Midianites, Like Gideon, Chaplain Butts 
said, the graduates of West Point must 
prepare themselves to lead America in de- 
fense of its national heritage, 

“There are nations in the world today,” 
said Chaplain Butts “who are not willing 
to be law-abiding and work for their 
economic security, they take the short cut, 
they invade a neighbor's land and by 
sheer force of arms rob and plunder and 
take what they want, leaving the unfor- 
tunate country helpless, 

“Just as God called Gideon to protect 
his people against the criminal band of 
Midianites, so God calls you young men 
today as trained leaders to protect the 
law-abiding citizen and to protect your 
country against this shiftless criminal 
element that lives at the expense of others 
like worthless parasites.” 

The Graduation ceremony in itself was 
brief. Following the prayer by Chaplain 
Butt, the Superintendent of the Academy, 
Brig. Gen. Jay L. Benedict, made a short 
speech in which he introduced Mr, Wood 
ring. Following his speech the Secretary 
awarded the commissions and diplomas to 
the graduates, The graduates were led to 
the speakers stand by Cadet Captain John 
Robert Jannarone, of Nutley, N. J. After 
the entire class had received their diplo- 
mas and commissions, Maj. John M. Weir, 
JAGD, USA, administered the oath of 
office. 

The official ceremony ended with the 
cadets singing West Point's Alma Mater, 
and the cheers for the graduates and for 
the “man who kept the bottom of the 
class from falling out.” 

A feature of June Week, was the 146th 
Public Organ Recital in the Cadet Chapel 
held on Sunday afternoon, The Chapel 
organ is internationally famous, and is 
the largest church organ in the western 
hemisphere, The program included solos 
by Cadet Edward Stephenson, Miss 
Dolores N, Spangler and Miss Jayne Rull 
man. Frederick C. Mayer is organist and 
choirmaster of the Chapel. 

On Monday, June 13, the annual gradu- 
ation parade was held followed by tradi- 
tional “recognition” of the Plebe class, 
The graduating class formed on the 
parade ground in normal form for the 
evening parade, and at the command 
“Graduating class, center, march,” they 
formed three paces in front of the regi- 
ment and marched in a body to a position 
in front of the commandant, Lt. Col.

Training of Thomason Officers 

The distribution of Reserve Officers on 
active duty with the Regular Army under 
the Thomason Act during the fiscal year 
1939 and general instructions governing 
their training were announced this week 
in a War Department letter. 

In comparison with their current allot- 
ment of such trainees, the Corps areas 
will receive: First, 42, a decrease of 7; 
second, 80, an increase of five; third, 108, 
an increase of 8: fourth, 84, no change; 
fifth, 49, an increase of 15; sixth, 51, no 
change; seventh, 70, a decrease of 12; 
eighth, 101, an increase of 12; and ninth, 
70, a decrease of 21. The total to be 
trained remains at the present total, 650. 

In discussing training, the letter states : 

It is desired that the following instructions 
be transmitted to the commanding officers of 
posts and stations to which these Reserve offi 
cers are assigned: 

a. The careful supervision of the instruc- 
tion and training of the Reserve officers dur- 
ing their one year of active duty is deemed 
a matter of the utmost importance. 

b. The general principle to govern this 
training is that these officers shall enjoy the 
same status as newly commissioned officers of 
the Regular Army in order to develop in them 
qualities of leadership and a sense of re 
sponsibility, while at the same time their pro 
fessional education will be systematically or 
ganized and efficiently conducted under the 
direct supervision of the commanding officer. 

c. In so far as local conditions permit, all 
the officers within each arm will be given the 
same basic training. None of them will be 
placed on special duty, but will serve con 
tinuously with a company, troop or battery. 
Administrative training will include rotations 
in the appropriate administrative duties of 
the unit, such as supervision of the company 
mess, paper work, supply and transport. 
Normal administrative duties in connection 
with boards and courts will be included. In 
conjunction with the technical and tactical 
training of the unit, every opportunity will 


be given these officers to develop leadership 
by instructing and commanding enlisted per 








sonnel. 

d. Leaves of absence which interfere with 
any training of these officers will be granted 
only under exceptional circumstances, Short 
leaves during holiday periods will be encour- 
aged. 

e Troop schools for officers other than 
Chemical Warfare Service and Signal Corps 
officers will be conducted by post commanders 
under the supervision of Corps Area Com- 
manders within the period Oct. 15, 19388 to 
March 31, 1939. Troop schools for Chemical 
Warfare Service and Signal Corps officers will 
be conducted at their respective special ser- 
vice schools under the supervision of the Chief 
vf the Branch. Troop school instruction will 
total 175 hours for each branch. 





Rating of Army Officers 

Chiefs of Arms and Services of the 
Army will, hereafter, in determining the 
annual ratings of officers under their 
jurisdiction, give due consideration to 
whether or not the duty was commensu- 
rate with the grade of the officer being 
reported upon. This change in AR 605-155, 
announced in Cireular No, 30, issued this 
week, is significant in view of the large 
number of officers in the field grades who 
in many instances perform duty formerly 
handled by officers of lower grades. 

The revision changes paragraph la (1) 
of AR 605-155 to read as follows: 

(1) As soon as practicable after June 380, 
each chief of arm or service will determine the 
annual rating of each officer under his juris- 
diction, giving due consideration to all entries 
on the efficiency report and, in addition, to the 
following points: 

(a) Importance of major duty performed 
during period. 

ib) Whether or not the duty was commen- 
surate with the grade of the officer being re- 
ported upon. 

(c) Opportunity of reporting officer to ob- 
serve the performance of duty, 

(d) Length of period covered by the report, 

(e) Age, experience, Judgment, and rating 
equation of the reporting officer. 

if) Concurrence or nonconcurrence or other 
remarks of any superior of the reporting offi- 
cer,

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Admiral Richardson Takes Over 


Stressing his intention to see that the 
Navy’s personnel laws were administered 
with the utmost justice, both to the Navy 
and to naval personnel, Read Adm. J. O. 
Richardson, USN, on Saturday, June 11, 
took office as Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, relieving Rear Adm, Adol- 
phus Andrews, USN, who has been 
named to command the scouting force, 
United States Fleet. 

The new chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation was sworn in in the presence of the 
retiring chief, Rear Adm. Adolphus An- 
drews, who goes to command the Scout- 
ing Force and Admiral William Leahy, 
Chief of Naval Operations, by Rear Adm. 
Gilbert A. Roweliff, the Judge Advocate 
General. 

Admiral Richardson, when asked to 
comment on the new naval personnel 
legislation, said that he had no comment 
to make at this time, but that, whatever 
system was in effect, he would “exert 
every effort to assure a fair and just 
administration of the law,” and that his 
primary duty was to the Navy, with any 
question of personal friendship or feel- 
ing utterly disregarded. He was most 
vigorous in his pronouncement that the 
good of the Navy must be the first con- 
sideration, and the service-wide reputa- 
tion that he has built up for justice and 
ability to handle difficult situations 
argues well for the new administration. 


In regard to revision of pay and other 
problems which have come to the fore- 
front during the recent session of Con- 
gress, Admiral Richardson said that he 
had not been in office long enough to be 
able to pick up the threads of Bureau of 
Navigation problems. Immediately after 
it was announced that he was to succeed 
Admiral Andrews, Admiral Richardson 
worked day and night on a study of the 
legislation, in order that he might be well 
acquainted with the situation in the event 
that Congress was still in session when 
he took over. 

Admiral Richardson was born in Paris, 
Texas, on Sept. 18, 1878, and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy during the 
Spanish-American War. His naval career 
has included a great deal of foreign duty. 
One of his most difficult assignments was 
his participation in an _ international 
naval “show” off Canton, China, during 
the time when Sun Yat Sen, noted 
Chinese revolutionary leader and who 
controlled all South China, made plans to 
take over the Chinese Maritime Customs 
of South China. The various foreign 
powers, with vessels in Asiatic waters, 
conducted a naval demonstration in order 
to protect foreign interests, and Admiral 
Richardson, then a commander in com- 
mand of the South China Patrol, was 
delegated by Admiral Thomas Washing- 
ton, Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic 
Fleet, to represent the American Navy. 
Although outranked by the representa- 
tives of almost every other power, he so 
ably represented the American Navy that 
a selection board meeting shortly after- 
ward went several numbers further down 
the list than intended in order to select 
him for captain. 

He was navigator and later executive 
officer of the Nevada operating with the 
Grand Fleet during the World War, and 
commanded the gunboat Asheville, Asia- 
tic Fleet from 1922 to 1924, following 
which duty he was ordered to the Navy 
Department as Assistant Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance. He commanded de- 
stroyer division 38, Scouting Fleet from 
May, 1927 to May 1928, when that divi- 
sion was touring European ports. He re- 
turned to Washington as Director of Of- 
fice Personnel, Buftflu of Navigation in 
1928. He commanded the Augusta from 
1931 to 1933 and, after a year at the 
Naval War College, reported in June, 
1934, as Budget Officer, Navy Depart- 
ment. He was detached from that duty 
in June, 1935, and ordered to command 
cruiser division six, Scouting Force. In 
September, 1935, he was appointed Chief 
of Staff and Aide to the Commander-in- 
Chief of the United States Fleet and was 
commander of Destroyers, Scouting 





Force, 1936-37. He has been awarded the 
Spanish Campaign Medal, The Phillipine 
Campaign Medal and the Victory Medal, 
Atlantic Fleet Clasp. 

Admiral Richardson said this week 
that aside from previous assignments, 
which have put him in active touch with 
personnel problems, he has a deep per- 
sonal interest in the personnel question 
that amounts almost to a hobby. Of his 
five tours of duty in Washington, four 
have been in personnel posts. 

He is a great fisherman, is very much 
interested in gardening, being especially 
proud of his collection of roses. One of 
the best amateur cooks in the Navy, he 
roasts and grinds his own coffee, which 
his guests contend is “top notch.”

but few changes over the form in which 
reported and carried in last week’s issue 
of the Army AND Navy Journan. The 
House Naval Committee met Monday 
morning to consider the Senate committee 
amendments, with Capt. T. 8S. Wilkinson, 
USN, Chief of the Planning Section, 
Bureau of Navigation, on hand to explain 
the various Senate changes. After dis- 
cussing the amendments, it was agreed 
that Chairman Vinson would ask the Sen- 
ate committee to restore the House provi- 
sion as to the officer increase and to per- 
mit the promotion as of fitted command- 
ers, and then agree to the other Senate 
amendments of the House bill so that a 
conference would not be necessary. Prior 
to the Senate Committee action on the 
bill, Chairman Vinson and Minority 
Leader Maas had conferred with Senator 
Walsh and had reached a tentative com- 
promise on disputed provisions of the bill. 

Senator Walsh, following the House 
committee’s request on Monday morning, 
agreed to accept their proposed changes. 
Later, however, Senator Hale, ranking 
minority member of the committee, re- 
fused to accept the proposal, and the bill 
was passed that afternoon in a less liberal 
form than reported. Under an amendment 
proposed by Senator Walsh on the floor 
and approved, officers found to be fitted 
but not employed, would be retired in 
the lower rank. 

The Senate committee chairman also 
moved that the Senate reject the amend- 
ment requiring the Navy General Board 
“to observe and study the operation” of 
the selection laws and submit a report to 
Congress every five years “upon the opera- 
tion of these laws with recommendations 
for changes therein.” The Navy Depart- 
ment objected to this provision and Sena- 
tor Walsh withdrew his support of this 
section in deference to their views. He 
also offered an amendment on the floor— 
which was later dropped in conference— 
which would permit any officer who holds 
temporary advanced rank to retire with 
that rank. 

One meeting was held of the Senate and 
House conference committee and their 
conclusions outlined above and in detail 
on pages 936 and 937 (on which the text of 
the act and a summary and section by see- 
tion analysis thereof are contained) — 
were agreed to in the Senate and House 
with but little further debate. The voice 
of Representative Sam Hobbs, D. of Ala., 
was the only one raised against the final 
approval of the compromise bill. He said: 

Mr. Speaker, “the mountain labored and 
brought forth a mouse!” This Naval Affairs 
Committee of ours has diligently, efficiently, 
and faithfully tried to do something about this 
iniquitous promotion system which is killing 
both the morale and the manhood of our na- 
val-officer personnel, but the small hierarchy 
that runs the Navy has demonstrated again 
that it is absolutely supreme and in perfect 
control of this, as well as every other, situa- 
tion affecting it. 

For 16 years we were cursed with what they 
called the “plucking” system, and when the 
nausea created thereby became so acute and 
continuous that the Nation could no longer 
stand it, this hierarchy of admirals that run 
things, this admirals’ “club,” allowed Con- 
gress to go through the motions of reform; 
but the net result of that reform was merely 
to change the name of the rotten system from 
“plucking” to “selection.” Believe it or not, 
that was all. They still do exactly what they 





have done all the time. They promote whom- 
soever they please; they reject for promo- 
tion, whomsoever they please. 

Sponsors of the bill, however, contended 
that while the bill was not a satisfactory 
solution of the promotion problem, that 
it was a vast improvement over the 
present system in effect in the Navy and 
Marine Corps and would benefit a large 
number of officers. 

President Roosevelt left Washington 
Thursday night without signing the bill— 
it had not reached him. Presidential ap- 
proval, however is expected by naval 
officials.

“The other day we beat this proposition, 
this prohibition against paying to the en- 
listed men the thing that is justly their 
right, and now, under subterfuge, this 
committee joins with conferees of the 
other body and brings in something in a 
relief bill where it does not belong. That 
is not keeping faith with this House.”

Much legislation of consequence to the 
Coast Guard was passed by the 75th Con- 
gress, the most important of which was 
the personnel bill, establishing a new sys- 
tem of promotion for the Coast Guard. 


Previous to the enactment of the new 
law, there was no method of eliminating 
officers deemed unfit, save by court mar- 
tial, although officers failing to pass their 
professional examinations were placed 
out of the line of promotion. Such officers 
were permitted to remain on the active 
list, without promotion, until retired for 
age, physical disability or at their own re- 
quest after 30 years’ service. The new law 
permits such officers to resign with a 
year’s pay or retire if they have ten years’ 
service. They may be forcibly retired 
when they have ten years’ service. 


Two other methods of elimination of 
officers have been provided in the new 
law. The personnel board, consisting of 
not less than three officers of the Coast 
Guard, convened annually, may place out 
of the line of promotion not to exceed two 
per cent of the officers in the grade of 
lieutenant commander, and it may forci- 
bly retire not more than five per cent of 
the officers who have completed thirty 
years’ service. Not more than one per 
cent of the total number of officers of the 
Coast Guard may be retired in any one 
year. Various safeguards for officers 
selected for retirement or placing out of 
the line of promotion were included in the 
new law, including appeals to the Com- 
mandant, and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, either with or without counsel. The 
officer also may personally appear before 
the board for a re-hearing. 


The board met for the first time on 
April 15, and thus far the action taken by 
it has not been made public, although it 
was understood that any action would be 





made public at the end of thirty days.

IT IS GRATIFYING TO THE SERVICES that substantial progress was made 
during the session of Congress which has just expired, in the realization of the 
priority list of the ARMy AND Navy JourNaL. Such matters as expansion of equipment 
and materiel for the land, sea and air forces can be passed over with the acknowledge- 
ment that they were granted by a willing Congress in compliance with the insistent 
recommendations of the President and Secretaries of War and Navy, supported by 
a national sentiment which demanded that we be better prepared for emergencies that 
might arise from world disorders, But more difficult of enactment were the proposals 
for the reform of the promotion system of the Navy and Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard, the removal of the ban on reenlistment allowances and the appropriation of the 
money for such allowances, an increase in grades and ratings for the Army, and up- 
ward revision of pay schedules for all ranks. The Services know of the continuous 
campaign which the Army AND Navy JournaL waged in order to secure action on 
Navy promotion. Begrvn in January 1936, it was carried on in spite of the opposition 
of the Navy Department and the Chairman of the louse Naval Committee. Largely 
contributing to its success were the two surveys we made, surveys which established 
the strong sentiment in the Navy and Marine Corps for changes in a method of selec- 
tion the injustices of which stifled initiative and affected morale. The Act passed 
contains some provisions with which we cannot agree. Certainly, the right of appeal 
should have been established. It is particularly unfortunate that at the instance of 
the Navy Department there was struck out the Senate Committee requirement for a 
continuing study with reports to Congress every five years, Ilowever, by and large the 
Act is a real improvement over that which it alters. Another campaign we persistently 
waged was that for the repeal of the ban on reenlistment allowances, and appropri- 
ation of the money with which to pay them, The ban is especially obnoxious because 
every other pay limitation and restriction imposed by the President’s Economy Act 
of 1983, was cancelled, and only the enlisted men of the Services remained penalized, 
Moreover, reenlistment a'lowances, besides having been regarded as part of the com- 
pensation of the enlisted personnel, assured the continuance in uniform of valuable 
men. It seems extraordinary that Congress continued the ban. Disregarding the ma- 
jority sentiment which has been expressed, at the last moment the suspension was 
slipped in the spending-lending bill. The ARMy AND Navy JourNAL will continue this 
fight and it is hopeful that it will be restored next year. It was obvious that modern- 
ization and mechanization of the Army necessitated an increase in grades and ratings, 
since adequate pay would attract the higher type of artisans and mechanics which 
the operation and repair of up-to-date equipment require. Likewise, we have been 
campaigning insistently for the revision of pay schedules, an imperative necessity 
due to the increased cost of living, and at last the Senate Military Committee has 
directed an interdepartment study of this basic factor in Service life. In connection 
with these several matters, the Services, we feel, would wish us to express their debt 
of gratitude to their helpful friends in Congress. Without the active interest of 
Senator Walsh, there would have been no Naval Selection Act. In the House, special 
credit is acknowledged to Representatives Maas and Scott. Senator Sheppard, Chair- 
man of the Senate Military Committee, and Mr. Scott fought valiantly for the 
removal of the ban on reenlistment allowances, and the former for the proposed pay 
study ; indeed the Texas Senator has evinced a constant concern for improvement in 
conditions in the Army. We can assure the Services that just as we have fought in 
the past for matters of importance to them so will we fight in the future. What will 
be our particular effort in the months to come will be pay revision, reenlistment 
allowance restoration, reform of retirement, pension and disability laws for the en- 
listed personnel, compensation for service personnel whose privately owned auto- 
mobiles are employed on Government business, a stronger and better equipped and 
trained National Guard, and funds for. adequate training for the Reserves of the 
Army, the Navy, and Marine Corps. In this work we are doing, we ask for the united 
support of all components. Such support, given in the past, has brought results; it 
will bring results if given to us in the future. We feel the record shows we have 
earned it. At least from the several hundred letters we have received, judgment 
expressed is that we have done a good job. For example, a Naval officer writes: “The 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL was the only organ in the country which made the fight for 
the reform of the selection system, Its power is demonstrated by the action of Congress. 
All hail to our JournaL!” And an enlisted man of the Army: “In working for the 
removal of the ban on reenlistment allowances, you are helping us enlisted men. I don’t 
know what we would do without the JourNnat fighting for us.” Our only reply to 
these expressions of appreciation is “thanks”, our constant and animating purpose 
is service to the Services.

Auto Industry and Defense 


Appreciation for the part the automo- 
tive industry has played in the moderni- 
zation of the Army and a challenge to the 
industry for the sound improvement of 
our mechanized automotive vehicles — 
their standardization and mass produc- 
tion—was given by Assistant Secretary 
of War Louis Johnson, June 12, at a meet- 
ing of the Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers at White Sulphur Springs, W. Va. 

While telling of the progress of motori- 
zation and mechanization, Colonel John- 
son also told of certain weaknesses he 
said have been found in combat cars. 

Industry's Cooperation 

Speaking of industry's part, the Assist- 
ant Secretary said: 

I bring you a definite challenge from the 
War Department. You, who help to create our 
prosperity and to add to our happiness in 
time of peace, are needed to bolster our de- 
fenses and to minimize our losses in case of 
war. Your talents, which have brought us the 
blessings of the machine age, we, in a great 
crisis, will have to call upon to help us pre 
serve them. 

Many of you already are familiar with your 
destined role in a grave emergency. For 
years, your advisory committees have cooper- 
ated with the Air Corps, the Ordnance De- 
partment and the Quartermaster Corps in our 
efforts to solve our automotive problems. Sev- 
eral weeks ago, some of your representatives 
met with us at the Aberdeen Proving Grounds 
to work out a program to meet our automo- 
tive requirements in rubber. Last week, an- 
other of your committees joined us at Fort 
Knox, Kentucky, in a study of the problems 
of our cavalry combat cars. Your guidance 
and intelligent direction have influenced the 
development of our tanks, our trucks and our 
airplanes. 

I am very happy publicly to acknowledge 
your help and cooperation and to extend to 
you the appreciation of the War Department 
for your patriotic services toward the de- 
velopment of our automotive program for in- 
dustrial mobilization in time of war and for 
current procurement in time of peace. 

The automotive program of the War De- 
partment as I visualize it looks toward the 
development of an army on wheels which will 
operate more speedily, fight more efficiently 
and suffer less severely than our military 
forces of the past. It aims to reduce the 
drudgery and the fatigue incident to combat. 
It promises to carry our men into the combat 
zone on trucks accompanied by tanks primed 
and ready for the crucial test of battle. It 
furnishes a means of keeping our soldiers up 
to their fullest efficiency at the moment of 
battle when they need their strength and 
their wits most. It provides mechanical aids 
for the benefit of the human machines of flesh, 
blood and spirit—still the backbone of all 
military effort, whose combined fighting 
qualities no contrivance constructed by mere 
man can replace, * * * 

Today, our Regular Army has about thir- 
teen thousand motor vehicles and our Na- 
tional Guard about eigth thousand. In the in- 
fantry, all our field trains and all our regi- 
ments are now motorized for the transporta- 
tion of equipment and baggage. We have re- 
equipped our Regular Army infantry with 
new tanks and completely furnished our 
mechanized cavalry brigade with practically 
all of its combat vehicles. We are adding a 
limited number of new tanks to the National 
Guard companies. The four-mule prairie 
schooners have given way to trucks. Motor 
vehicles and cars have replaced horses. 

Lack of Standardization 

Colonel Johnson then spoke of the lack 
of standardization in Army vehicles. He 
revealed that the Army has 28 different 
makes and models of passenger cars and 
148 makes and models of trucks. “In a 
major emergency,” he said, “the mainte- 
nance of this number of different vehicles 
in the theater of operations obviously 
would be an impossible task.” Continuing, 
he said: 

I am determined to eliminate non-essential 
types. We must reduce the number of neces- 
sary types to a minimum. It is toward this 
end that our Quartermaster Corps is devoting 
its skill and its energy. It is in this phase 
of our efforts that we have received such 
splendid cooperation from your committee. 
We are fortunate that we have the most suc- 
cessful and most progressive motor industry 
in the world. We are confident of your ability 
to give us the right kind of transportation to 
meet our varied needs. We do not believe, 


however, that our automotive problem in the 
way of trucks and cars has yet anywhere 
near reached a satisfactory solution. 
Problems of Tanks 
Turning, then, to tank production and 
its problems, the Assistant Secretary de- 





clared : 

Our tanks and combat cars present another 
set of problems. The manufacture of the tank 
and its components requires the coordinated 
efforts of dozens of specialized industries pro- 
ducing armor plate, engines, transmissions, 
machine guns, ball and roller bearings, 
clutches, springs, electric starters and genera- 
tors, radio equipment and many lesser items. 
Most of them are non-commercial and are not 
in quantity production. Thousands of special 
tools, jigs and fixtures are required to pro- 
duce our tanks in quantity. 

Tanks are built in conformity with the War 
Department's policy of preparing industry in 
peace, so far as practicable, for its war load. 
The small number of tanks which we have 
made and are making are manufactured 
largely from components obtained from spe- 
cialized private firms by competitive bidding 
under strict War Department drawings and 
detailed specifications, 

There now are available a limited number of 
firms capable of producing successfully our 
special needs in tank components. So long 
as we are able to continue the annual manu- 
facture of a limited number of tanks, we may 
expect a few such firms to remain in business 
as a nucleus for our war expansion, 

Nothing perhaps better indicates the raml- 
fications involved in the manufacture of tanks 
and combat cars than the facts that the typi- 
cal modern light tank consists of twenty-two 
thousand parts and is covered by about 
thirty-three hundred separate engineering 
drawings. Any automotive vehicle that re- 
quires that many parts and that many draw- 
ings, to my mind, is entirely too complicated 
and not easily if at all adaptable for mass 
production. To simplify our production of 
tanks, therefor, challenges not only the in- 
genuity and skill of the engineers of the War 
Department but also those of the automotive 
industry who, in time of war, will be called 
upon to produce them in large quantities, 

Our tanks and combat cars are assembled 
in our own arsenals but in no sense is there 
competition with civilian industry. We have 
contracts in force today with manufacturers 
of steel, commercial engines, transmissions, 
trucks, airplane accessories and rubber prod- 
ucts to supply us with our needs in the pro- 
duction of tanks in time of peace. 

The true role of our arsenals is that of ex- 
perimental laboratories. They are not muni- 
tions factories. If we worked all six of them 
to their capacity, fully equipped them with 
the best of modern machinery and staffed 
them with all their needs in personnel, they 
still would be unable to produce more than ten 
per cent of the Army's requirements in time 
of war. For the other ninety per cent of our 
munitions needs in emergency, we will have 
to turn to civilian production, 

Combat Car Weaknesses 

As to the deficiencies of the combat cars 
as revealed in recent maneuvers, Colonel 
Johnson said: 

Their noise and their dust on the road tend 
to destroy the element of surprise. The vul- 
nerability of their armor against anti-tank 
guns tends to reduce their ability to protect 
their crews. The difficulties of communica- 
tion tend to destroy coordinated fire power 
and shock tactics. There were times during 
the maneuvers, even along the highways, 
when commanders were out of touch with 
their outfits. Radio sets did not always func- 
tion. There were situations when our scout 
cars could not reconnoiter the ground because 
of the inability of their vehicles to perform 
well defined prescribed tactical duties. 

I mention all these weaknesses not by way 
of criticism. On the contrary, we realize that 
mechanization is still young, that all armies 
are facing similar obstacles and that probably 
no nation has solved the problem to its entire 
satisfaction. I mention the patent defects so 
that we may make every effort to correct 
them. The purpose of our maneuvers is not 
to show off our vehicles to correspondents and 
foreign observers. It is to test the ability 
of our men and our machines. If they were 
perfect, we would require no maneuvers. 
While we shall strive toward it, we do not 
expect perfection. A progressive army réal- 
izes there will always be some shortcomings 
in its armaments and weapons, Our job is to 
see that the errors of today are eliminated to- 
morrow. To succeed, I repeat, the skill and 
the ingenuity of patriotic engineers of the 
automotive industry are just as important as 
the work of the representatives of the War 
Department. The sound improvement of our 
mechanized automotive vehicles,—their stand- 
ardization and mass production—there is the 
definite challenge that I place before you.

Approve WD Building, Housing 
Lost 

Funds for starting the new War De- 
partment building were allowed in the de- 
ficiency bill passed just before adjourn- 
ment, but the $107,000,000 Army housing 
bill failed of enactment. 

An initial appropriation of $3,000,000 
for beginning work on the $10,815,000 first 
unit of the War Department building was 
approved, the money to come from the 
Public Works fund in the relief appropri- 
ations. Ultimately the cost of the new 
War building will run $26,000,000 when 
all units are completed. Under the appro- 
priation made, the area between 21st and 
23rd and C and E streets, N. W. in Wash- 
ington will be purchased and construction 
started on the main unit. 

A Senate amendment to the deficiency 
bill to provide $1,250,000 for starting con- 
struction on the recently authorized new 
building for the Army Medical Library 
and Museum was not approved. However, 
it is expected that public works money 
can be obtained for this project. The sums 
of $500,000 and $300,000 for purchase of 
land at Mitchel Field and West Point, 
N. Y. were provided in the deficiency bill, 
as was $1,921,875 for subsistence of the 
Army for the current year, $783,081 of 
which will go to increase the subsistence 
working capital. 

Failure of the housing bill was a dis- 
appointment to Service officials. At the 
instance of Senators Sheppard and Hill, 
the Senate increased the relief money 
which may be expended for Federal pub- 
lic works from $100,000,000 to $200,000,- 
000 to permit the Army to receive an 
$85,000,000 housing allotment. However, 
as only projects authorized by Congress 
may be built with PWA money, all that 
the Army can obtain therefrom are funds 
for the construction of the buildings an- 
thorized last year by Congress for which 
funds have not been allowed—about 
$16,000,000 worth.

This occasion almost marks an important 
anniversary, for on July 25th of this year, 
Puerto Rico will have spent 40 years under 
the American flag. On March 2nd the people 
of the island completed their first 21 years 
as American citizens, the privilege of citizen- 
ship having been granted in 1917.

75 years of Military and 
Naval Legislation

on payment of the reenlistment allowance 
was continued by last minute action. 
Consideration was given to legislation to 
increase the pay of enlisted men, but the 
whole problem was left over until next 
year with a study to be made during this 
Summer. 
Army Legislative Action 

A total of $460,201,254 was appro- 
priated for support of the Army next year. 
More than fifty million dollars was al- 
jotted for the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment, $38,232,084 in cash and $12,900,000 
in contract authorization, with which 
new antiaircraft material, and other 
weapons will be provided. The sum of 
$6,748,558 was allowed for seacoast de- 
fenses. An increase in the officer and en- 
listed strength for next year was pro- 
vided, 200 additional Air Corps officers, 
50 additional Medical officers and 25 addi- 
tional Dental officers being authorized for 
a total of 12,575, and three thousand more 
enlisted men being allowed for a total of 
165,000. the increase to go to the Air 
Corps. 

As to legislation other than the appro- 
priation bill, the more important meas- 
ures which passed authorized an enlarge- 
ment of the officer strength of the Army 
to 14,659 over a period of the next five or 
six years, provided an Enlisted Reserve 





of 75,000 men to be realized in about four 
years, and authorized expenditure of 
$10,000,000 in a five year educational 
orders program designed to tool up and 
give experience in munition manufacture 
to commercial plants engaged in the mak- 
ing of products similar in design to muni- 
tions. 

Besides the officer increase act—which 
will stimulate promotion—several per- 
sonnel measures were passed. The most 
important abolished the General Staff eli- 
gible list, making all officers otherwise 
qualified for such duty to be assigned 
thereto and wiping out the “tag” from the 
officer who has not gone through Leaven- 
worth. Another bill passed makes it possi- 
ble for officers who have been on duty 
with the National Guard, Organized Re- 
serves and the ROTC to be assigned to 
the General Staff. Legislation increasing 
the Medical and Dental Corps and pro- 
viding two additional Assistant Surgeon 
Generals, one of whom is a Dental officer 
was passed. Bills to give the Chief of 
Chaplains the rank of brigadier general 
to give bandleaders commissioned rank, 
and to transfer officers of the Judge Advo- 
eate General’s Department to the non- 
promotion list were considered but not 
approved. During the hearings on the lat- 
ter measure, a War Department repre- 
sentative announced that means of in- 
creasing attrition in the field grades were 
being studied and that legislation may be 





recommended on the subject next year. 

A $105,000,000 Army housing program 
was strongly pressed by the War De- 
partment and just failed of enactment. 
An authorization bill of this size was ap- 
proved by the Bureau of the Budget, the 
Senate and the House Military Com- 
mittee, but could not be called up in the 
House. Failure of the bill was a sore dis- 
appointment to Army officials as the way 
had been paved for securing funds from 
Public Works Administration for a major 
part of the program if the authorization 
had gone through. Funds for starting 
construtcion on the new War Department 
building were provided in the last hours 
of the Congress. Provision was made for 
starting work on a new building for the 
Army Medical Library and Museum. 

Naval Legislative Action 

For carrying on the Navy next year, 
Congress provided $586,555,577 in regular 
and supplemental appropriations. This 
provides for laying down four battleships, 
four light cruisers, eight destroyers, six 
submarines, eleven auxiliary vessels, and 
an experimental program of small vessels, 
and for going ahead with the plans on an 
aircraft carrier and three additional 
auxiliaries. It provides for an increase 
of about 2,000 enlisted men and about 200 
officers, and for enlarging the facilities of 
the navy yards to accommodate the ex- 
panded naval building program. 

Two highly important legislative mea 
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sures were also enacted into law — the 
naval expansion act and the persennel 
act. The former, passed after lengthy 
hearings, authorizes a 20 per cent in- 
crease in the strength of the Fleet—47 
combatant ships, and 26 auxiliaries—and 
the naval aircraft strength by approxi- 
mately 50 per cent. It also authorized 
construction of a small dirigible and for 
experimentation in small patrol craft. 
Modernization of the two large aircraft 
carriers, Lexington and Saratoga, at a 
cost of $15,000,000 was authorized in an- 
other bill, 

The personnel bill provides an increase 
in officer strength for the Line, Staff, and 
Marine Corps, but in its other provisions 
applies only to the Line and Marine 
Corps, efforts on the part of two of the 
Staff Corps—the Construction Corps and 
Civil Engineer Corps—to come within the 
terms of the bill being defeated by oppo- 
sition from the other Staff bureau chiefs. 
Designed to alleviate the drastic opera- 
tion of the present system, the bill pro- 
vides longer service for qualified officers 
for whom employment can be found, 
speeds up promotion and affords more 
liberal retirement benefits for qualified 
officers while denying retirement to those 
found unfit. 

Legislation was passed giving the Chief 
of Naval Operations, the Major General 
Commandant, the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, and Navy Bureau chiefs the rank 
and pay of their office on retirement. A 
bill to create a Naval CMTC failed of 
passage but the naval reserve bill was ap- 
proved. A pay increase was allowed to 
about 3,000 Marine Corps enlisted men, 
when the percentage of privates, first 
class, was changed from 25 to 40 per cent. 
The Marine Corps was allowed increases 
in officer and enlisted strength and, of 
course, was Included in the officer person- 
ne! bill. 

Like the Army housing bill, the major 
Naval shore construction measure ap- 
proved by the Bureau of the Budget 
failed of enactment, but a smaller bill, 
providing less than four million dollars 
was passed. 

Aviation 

Aviation generally received further rec- 
ognition with the passage of a bill setting 
up a Civil Aeronautics Commission, which 
in cooperation with the Army and Navy is 
expected to carry forward aeronautical 
interests. Naval aviation, as was men- 
tioned above, received authorization for 
950 or more additional planes in the 
Naval Expansion Act, and authority and 
funds for a new dirigible. Funds were 
provided to carry forward the regular air 
expansion program, for procurement of a 
complete squadron of the new large patrol 
planes and for an experimental flying 
boat which is expected to excel in size and 
performance anything heretofore devel- 
opet. in the world. 

The Army Air Corps obtained funds 
under which it is expected the Baker 
Board strength of 2,340 planes will be ob- 
tained by the end of the year. It will 
benefit by the officer increase act, which 
gives the arm a larger share of the addi- 
tional officers than any other branch. Two 
hundred additional officers and 8,000 addi- 
tional men were provided in the supply 
act for next year. Authorization for a 
program of experimentation and research 
in rotary-wing aircraft was passed. 

Pensions 

Legislation was passed giving pension- 
able status to personnel of the Armed 
Services who are injured or killed while 
on leave or furlough. On the more im- 
portant pension matter before Congress— 
augmenting the pensions of widows and 
of enlisted men discharged for liability— 
no final action was taken. A study was 
made by the Veterans Administration of 
the advisibility of increasing the peace- 
time pension rates and of allowing long 
service enlisted men additional compen- 
sation when pensioned for disability. An 
increase of the peace-time rates was rec- 
ommended to Congress late in the session 
but held over until next year for further 
study. 

With all of the legislation for the bene- 
fit of various groups within the Services, 
even the Army mule was not forgotten. 
Legislation was passed authorizing Gov- 
ernment horses and mules to be put to 
pasture or destroyed rather than be sold, 
when no longer capable of service.

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Compilate Text of New Personnel Act for United St 


HE text of the new personnel act for | Secretary of the Navy and convened at least 


Line of the Navy and the Marine 
Corps follows: 

An act to regulate the distribution, pro- 
motion, and retirement of officers of the line 
of the Navy, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States in Con- 
gress assembled, That there is hereby estab- 
lished a merit system for promotion by selec- 
tion in the line of the Navy. 

Authorized Number of Officers of the Line 

Sec. 2. The total authorized number of 
commissioned officers of the active list of the 
line of the Navy, exclusive of commissioned 
warrant officers, shall be equal to 5% per 
centum of the total authorized enlisted 
strength of the active list, exclusive of the 
Hospital Corps, prisoners undergoing sen- 
tence of discharge, enlisted men detailed for 
duty with the Naval Militia, and the Flying 
Corps. 

Distribution of Officers of the Line 

Sec. 3. (a) The total number of commis- 
sioned line officers on the active list at any 
one time, exclusive of commissioned warrant 
officers, shall be distributed in the propor- 
tion of one in the grade of rear admiral to 
four in the grade of captain, to eight in the 
grade of commander, to fifteen in the grade 
of Heutenant commander, to thirty in the 
grade of lieutenant, to forty-two in the grades 
of lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, in- 
clusive: Provided, That except in time of war 
there shall be not more than seventy rear ad- 
mirals on the active list of the line of the 
Navy, exclusive of additional numbers in 
grade. 

(b) To determine the authorized number of 
officers in the various grades of the line as 
provided in subsection (a) of this section, 
computations shall be made by the Secretary 
of the Navy at least once each year, and at 
such times as he may direct, and the resulting 
numbers in the various grades, as so com- 
puted, shall be held and considered for all 
purposes as the authorized number of officers 
in such various grades and shall not be varied 
between such computations: Provided, That 
no officer shall be reduced in rank or pay or 
separated from the active list of the Navy as 
a result of any computation made to deter- 
mine the authorized number of officers in the 
various grades of the line: Provided further, 
That the number of officers allowed in any 
grade as a result of any such computation 
may be temporarily increased to include any 
such officers as may be promoted to that 
grade by reason of being recommended by a 
selection board as fitted for promotion nas 
hereinafter provided or as may be retained in 
that grade by section 12 (j) of this Act; and 
the total number so carried in excess in the 
several grades shall be applied as a reduction 
to the numbers allowed to the grades of lieu- 
tenant and lieutenant (junior grade) and en- 
sign, in the proportions of one-third of such 
total excess number in the grade of lieutenant 


and two-thirds in the combined grades of 
lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign: And 
provided further, That Heutenants (junior 


grade) on the promotion list who would under 
existing law be promoted to the grade of 
lieutenant prior to June 1, 1939, may be so 
promoted, without regard to the number of 
officers allowed in that grade by the com- 
putation prescribed in this subsection, on the 
dates on which under existing law they would 
be entitled to such promotion, 

(c) For the purpose of determining the au- 
thorized number of officers in any grade or 
rank of the line, there shall be excluded from 
consideration those officers carried by law as 
additional numbers: Provided, That officers 
who, on the date of approval of this Act, are 
additional numbers in grade by reason of the 
operation of section 3 of the Act of March 3, 
1981 (46 Stat, 1483), as amended, are hereby 
changed to regular numbers on the Navy list; 
and no further such additional numbers shall 
be created, 

(1) Whenever a final fraction occurs in com- 
puting the authorized number of officers of 
any grade, the nearest whole number shall 
be regarded as the authorized number. 

Promotion by Selection 

Sec. 4. Subject to the provisions of section 
1508 of the Revised Statutes, all promotions 
to grades above that of lieutenant (junior 
grade) of the line of the Navy, including the 
promotion of those officers who are, or may 
be, carried on the Navy list as additional 
numbers in grade, shall be only upon the 
recommendation of a board of naval officers 
as herein prescribed: Provided, That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to inter- 
fere with the promotion of officers on pro- 
motion lists at the date of approval of this 
Act except as hereinafter provided in section 
11 (b). 

Selection Boards 

Sec. 5. (a) The board for the recommenda- 
tion of line officers fot promotion to the 
grades of rear admiral, captain, and com- 
mander shall consist of nine rear admirals on 
the active list of the line of the Navy, not re- 
stricted by law to the performance of shore 
duty only, and shall be appointed by the 


| 





once each year and at such times as the 
Secretary of the Navy may direct. 

(b) The board for the recommendation of 
line officers for promotion to the grades of 
lieutenant commander and lieutenant shall 
consist of nine officers on the active list of 
the line of the Navy above the rank of com- 
mander, not restricted by law to the per- 
formance of shore duty only, and shall be 
appointed by the Secretary of the Navy and 
convened at least once each year and at such 
times as the Secretary of the Navy may direct. 

(c) No officer may be a member of two 
successive selection boards for the consider- 
ation of officers for promotion to the same 
grades. 

Oath for Members of Selection Boards 

Sec. 6. Each member of a board provided 
for in section 5 of this Act shall swear, or 
affirm, that he will, without prejudice or par- 
tiality, and having in view both the special 
fitness of officers and the efficinecy of the 
naval service, perform the duties imposed 
upon him as herein provided. 

Eligibility of Officers for Consideration by 

Selection Boards 

Sec. 7. (a) No captain, commander, lieu- 
tenant commander, or lieutenant who shall 
have had less than four years’ service in the 
grade in which he is serving and on the pro- 
motion list for that grade, on June 30 of the 
fiscal year of the convening of a board pro- 
vided for by this Act, or who is not physically 
qualified, shall be eligible for consideration 
by that board. 

(b) No lieutenant (junior grade) who shall 
have had less than three years’ service in the 
grade of lieutenant (junior grade) on June 
30 of the fiscal year of the convening of a 
board provided for by this Act, or who is not 
physically qualified, shall be eligible for con- 
sideration by that board. 

Information to be Furnished Selection 

Boards 

Sec. 8. (a) The Secretary of the Navy shall 
furnish the appropriate selection board with 
(1) an estimate of the number of vacancies 
which will occur before the end of the next 
succeeding fiscal year, in each grade or grades 
for which the board will recommend officers 
for promotion, in excess of the number of 
officers then on the promotion list; (2) the 
names of all officers eligible for consideration 
for promotion to each grade or grades to 
which the board will recommend officers for 
promdtion; and (3) Me records other than 
medical of all such officers; (4) a statement, 
as directed by the President, as to the per- 
centage of the officers adjudged fitted for 


promotion as hereinafter provided, which 
should be continued on the active list to meet 
the immediate requirements of the Navy: 


Provided, That, after one year from the date 
of approval of this Act, a list of names fur- 
nished by the Secretary of the Navy of officers 
eligible for consideration for promotion to the 
grade of Heutenant commander or to the 
grade of lieutenant, exclusive of those pre- 
viously considered, shall in no case contain a 
number of names greater than double the 
number of estimated vacancies certified for 
the grade concerned. 

(b) Any officer eligible for consideration 
for selection shall have the right to forward 
through official channels at any time not later 
than ten days after the convening of said 
board a written communication inviting at- 
tention to any matter of record in the Navy 
Department concerning himself which he 
deems important in the consideration of his 
case: Provided, That such communication 
shall not contain any reflection upon the 
character, conduct, or motives of or criticism 
of any officer, 

Duties of Selection Boards 

Sec. 9. (a) From among those officers who 
are eligible for consideration for promotion 
and whose names are furnished the board by 
the Secretary of the Navy, each board shall 
recommend for promotion those officers whom 
it considers best fitted for promotion, in num- 
ber not exceeding the number of estimated 
vacancies certified to the board by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy as provided in section 8 of 
this Act: Provided, That in each grade all 
officers not selected as best fitted for pro- 
motion but senior in lineal rank to the junior 
officer selected as best fitted by each board 
shall be considered as having failed of selec- 
tion as best fitted: Provided further, That 
such status of having failed of selection as 
best fitted shall not be considered as preju- 
dicial to an officer with respect to his quali- 
fications, his fitness for the naval service, or 
his eligibility for selection by the next suc- 
ceeding selection board. 

(b) In addition to the selection of officers 
best fitted for promotion as hitherto provided 
in this section, each selection board shall, 
from among those officers who are eligible 
and who have once failed of selection as best 
fitted by a preceding board, except officers in 
the grades of captain, and lieutenant (junior 
grade), designate those officers whom the 
board adjudges fitted for promotion, and from 
among such officers shall recommend for re- 
tention on the active list a number equal to 
the percentage thereof furnished to the board 





by the Secretary of the Navy as provided in 
section 8 of this Act. 

(c) The selection board shall also report 
the names of any officers among those eligible 
for consideration and of less than twenty- 
one years’ service whose reports and records 
in its opinion indicate their unsatisfactory 
performance of duty in their present grades 
and in its opinion indicate that they would 
not satisfactorily perform the duties of a 
higher grade. 

(d) The recommendation of the board in 
the case of officers who are now or may here- 
after be assigned to aeronautical-engineering 
duty only shall be based upon their compara- 
tive fitness among themselves for the tech- 
nical duties prescribed for them by law: Pro- 
vided, That they shall not succeed to com- 
mand on shore, 

(e) The recommendation of the board in 
the case of officers who are now or may here- 
after be assigned to engineering duty only 
shall be based upon their comparative fitness 
for the duties prescribed for them by law. 
Upon promotion they shall be carried as addi- 
tional numbers in grade. 

(f) No officer shall be selected as best fitted 
for promotion or adjudged fitted for pro- 
motion unless he shall have received the 
recommendation of not less than six members 
of the board. 

Reports of Selection Boards 

See. 10. (a) The report of the board shall be 
in writing, signed by all of the members 
thereof, and shall certify that the board has 
carefully considered the case of every officer 
whose name was furnished to the board by 
the Secretary of the Navy, as provided in 
section 8 of this Act, and that, in the opinion 
of at least six of the members, the officers 
therein recommended are either selected as the 
best fitted or adjudged fitted, as the case may 
be, to assume the duties of the next higher 
grade, except that the recommendation of the 
board in the case of officers who are now or 
may hereafter be assigned to engineering 
duty only, or to aeronautical-engineering 
duty only, shall be based upon their compara- 
tive fitness as prescribed in section 9 of this 
Act. 

(b) The report of the board shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or dis- 
approval: Provided, That in case any officer 
or officers recommended by the board as best 
fitted for promotion are not acceptable to the 
President, the board shall be informed of the 
name of such officer or officers and shall 
recommend a number of officers as best fitted 
for promotion equal to the number of those 
found not acceptable to the President and, if 
neeessary, the board shall be reconvened for 
this purpose. 

Promotion of Officers 

Sec, 11. (a) The names of officers designated 
by a board as best fitted for promotion, and 
the names of officers adjudged by a board as 
fitted for promotion, and approved by the 
President, shall be placed upon a promotion 
list and promotions to fill vacancies shall be 
made from officers of the next lower grade 
whose names appear on the promotion list as 
having been designated as best fitted for pro- 
motion: Provided, That officers whose names 
appear on the promotion list as having been 
adjudged fitted for promotion shall be pro- 
moted at the same time that the officers next 
senior to them on the list of those designated 
as best fitted for promotion are promoted to 
the next higher grade: Provided further, 
That officers so promoted pursuant to the 
recommendations of the same report shall 
take rank with one another in accordance 
with their seniority in the grade from which 
promoted, and officers recommended in an 
earlier report shall, when promoted, have 
precedence of officers recommended in a later 
report: And provided further, That priority in 
assignment to duty in any grade shall be ac- 
corded, irrespective of seniority in grade, to 
those officers who have been selected as best 
fitted for promotion to that grade. 

(b) The Secretary of the Navy may, in his 
discretion, with the approval of the President, 
remove the name of any officer from the pro- 
motion list and submit it to the next ensuing 
selection board for consideration and recom- 
mendation: Provided, That the next ensuing 
selection board may select the officer con- 
cerned as best fitted for promotion or ad- 
judge him fitted for promotion, and there- 
upon, with the approval of the President, the 
name of such officer shall be replaced on the 
promotion list, without prejudice by reason 


of its having been temporarily removed 
therefrom, and when promoted such officer 
shall take rank in accordance with his 


seniority on the promotion list at the same | 


time his name was removed therefrom: Pro- 
vided further, That if such officer is neither 
so selected as best fitted nor adjudged fitted 
by such next ensuing selection board he will 
be replaced on the retired list on June 30 of 
the then current fiscal year: And provided 
further, That if the name of any officer se- 
lected as best fitted for promotion be removed 
from a promotion list of officers in any grade 
and submitted to another board as provided 
in this subsection, the estimate of the number 
of vacancies furnished said board by the 
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Secretary of the Navy shall be increased ae. 
cordingly. 

(c) No officer shall be promoted unlegg jy 
has had not less than two years’ actual seq 
service in the grade in which serving and 9 
the promotion list for that grade: Provided 
That in exceptional cases where officers are 
specifically designated, during war or my.

Retirement of Officers 

Sec. 12. (a) For the purpose of the adminis. 
tration of this section, all officers on th 
active list now in the status of having failed 
of selection as best fitted, as defined in ge 
tion 9 (a) of this Act, one or more times shall 
be regarded as having failed of selection w 
best fitted once only. 

(b) Officers, except lieutenant commanden 
lieutenants, and lieutenants (junior grade 
whose names are not placed upon the pr 
motion list, shall be placed on the retired lis 
on June 30 of the fiscal year in which the 
fail of selection as best fitted the second tim 
in successive years, with retired pay at th 
rate of 24% per centum of their active-daty 
pay at the time of retirement multiplied by 
the number of years of service for whid 
entitled to credit in the computation of thelr 
pay on the active list, not to exceed a total 
of 75 per centum of said active-duty pay: Pr 
vided, That a fractional year of six months 
more shall be considered a full year in com 
puting the number of years’ service by whic 
the rate of 2% per centum is multiplied.

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OLLOWING is an analysis of the new 

Navy-Marine Corps personnel act. 
This analysis was compiled by making 
such changes in the report of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee as were made 
necessary by the changes in the bill 
agreed to in the approved report of the 
conference committee. 

The specific features of the act as passed 

e: 
ne) General application of its provisions to 
the line of the Navy and to the Marine Corps, 
but not to the Staff Corps. 

(b) Maintenance of the present distribution 
of officers by percentages in the several 

ades. 
we Continuation of the selection of the 
best-fitted officers for promotion from grade 
to grade, to fill vacancies in the respective 
next higher grades. 

(d) Assuranee of two chances of selection 
for each officer in each grade in which he suc- 
ceasively serves. 

(e) Determination by the selection board of 
those officers of the grades of lieutenant, lieu- 
tenant commander and commander, who, 
while not chosen among those best fitted for 
promotion, are yet deemed qualified for pro- 
motion. Recommendation by the selection 
board of the employment of as many of such 
officers as are required to meet the immediate 
needs of the Navy, as determined by the 
President. 

(f) Promotion of one grade for those officers 
adjudged qualified for promotion, and utiliza- 
tion of the services of those recommended for 
continuation on active duty. 

(g) Limitation of the period of continued 
active service of these latter officers to a total 
of 28 years’ commissioned service for com- 
manders (as promoted from lieutenant com- 
manders), 26 years for lieutenant commanders 
(as promoted from lieutenants), and 30 years 
for captains. 

(h) Further opportunity for selection, as 
best fitted for such promotion, for those offi- 
cers adjudged qualified for promotion, ad- 
vanced and continued on active service. 

(i) Increase of numbers allowed in certain 
grades as necessary to absorb those officers 
promoted after adjudgment as qualified for 
promotion and continued on the active list. 

(j) Compensating reduction of numbers al- 
lotted lowest grades to balance these extra 
allowances. 

(k) Retirement in their present grades of 
officers, above lieutenant commander, not se- 
lected as best fitted for promotion nor ad- 
judged qualified for promotion. Honorable 
discharge with 2 years’ pay of lieutenants 
and lieutenant commanders not selected as 
best fitted nor adjudged qualified for pro- 
motion, subject to option, for those now in 
those grades of continuing service and retire- 
ment as provided under present law. Re- 
tirement on promotion of those officers ad- 
judged fitted for promotion but not continued 
on active duty, with the pay of the grade 
from which promoted.

to restrict the number of Naval Academy 
graduates commissioned annually, with 
honorable discharge with 1 year’s pay to ex- 
cess graduates, and to discharge, without 
such pay, any graduates deemed inapt for the 
naval service. 

{v) Establishment of a means, by the retire- 
ment when necessary of rear admirals on 
recommendation of a board of high officers, 
to provide a regular flow of promotion to the 
grade of rear admiral. A similar measure for 
the Marine Corps to provide for promotion to 
general officer. 

The effect of the various sections of the act 
is: 

Section 1: This affirms the purpose of thw 
bill, the establishment of a merit system ot 
promotion by selection in the Navy. 

Section 2: This establishes the total au- 
thorized number of commissioned officers as 
5% percent of the total authorized enlisted 
strength, with exceptions as now made in the 
basic law. This 54% percent produces an au- 
thorized total of 7,561 as against the present 
6,531, an apparent increase of 1,030. At pres- 
ent, however, the so-called additional-number 
officers are not by law, as interpreted by the 
Attorney General, counted in the authorized 
total number of officers. There will next year 
be approximately 675 additional-number offi- 
cers, 80 made under the law because they have 
not been selected before reaching a certain 
number of years’ service. By a subsequent 
section of this bill these nonpromotion addi 
tional numbers are canceled and the officers 
now so designated are counted in the au- 
thorized number of officers. Thus there is an 
increase of 355. 

Section 3, subsection (a) continues the 
present law with respect to the distribution 
of officers among the several grades, with a 
limitation to a maximum in peacetime of 70 
in the rear admiral’s grade. 

Subsection (b) repeats the present law with 
respect to annual distribution of officers and 
provides for temporary expansion of the 
several grades to permit, without disturbance 
of the regular permanent distribution, carry- 
ing those officers retained on active duty after 
promotion consequent to designation as fitted 
for promotion and those retained by a later 
saving clause, section 12 (j). The amending 
proviso avoids the temporary delay in pro- 
motion, which would otherwise result on the 
enactment of the bill, of some 300 junior lieu- 
tenants now already selected and awaiting 
vacancies in the lieutenants’ grade. 


Subsection (c) abolishes nonpromotion 
additional numbers and continues the ex- 
clusion ef other additional numbers from 


computations, These other additional num 
bers are only those designated for specialist 
duty or those made additional numbers by 
special acts of Congress, to an approximate 
ultimate total of 125. 

Section 4 provides that promotion should 
only be upon recommendation of a selection 
board and is thereby consistent with the 
general purpose of the bill as established in 
section 1. The proviso insures that officers 
now awaiting promotion, after selection prior 
to this act, shall not be required again to 
he selected. 

Section 5 prescribes the membership of the 
selection boards and repeats existing law as 
to their constitution, except that no longer, 
as heretofore, is a rear admiral required to 
head the board for the selection of officers in 


the lower grades. Subsection (c) prevents 
officers repeating on successive selection 
boards. 


Section 6 parallels existing law as to the 
oath of members of the selection board. 

Section 7 repeats the present law with re- 
spect to the service required in each grade 
hefore eligibility for selection to the next. 
The further requirement of physical quali- 
fication has, however, been added. 

Section 8 continues in general the existing 
law with respect to the information which the 
Secretary shall furnish the selection board, 
except that medical records are not furnished 
to the board. The proviso prevents a greater 
severity of selection than 50 percent on pro- 
motion to the grades of lieutenant commander 
and lieutenant. It is also provided that the 
Secretary, as directed by the President, shall 
designate the percentage of the officers ad- 
judged fitted for promotion (as later pro- 
vided) which should, for the immediate needs 
of the Navy, be retained on active duty. 

This subsection, subsection (hb), continues 
the existing privilege of officers to address the 
selection board in writing with reference to 
their case. 

Section 9, subsection (a) requires the board 
to recommend those officers whom it con- 
siders best fitted for promotion, in number 
not exceeding the number of vacancies fur- 
nished it by the Secretary of the Navy. The 
first proviso defines the status of failure of 
selection as best fitted, for subsequent appli- 
cation in the terms of the bill. The second 
proviso assures that a failure of selection shall 
not be prejudicial to an officer with respect 
to his qualifications, his fitness for the naval 
service, or his eligibility for selection. 

In subsection (b) the board is also required 





to designate from those officers who have once 
failed or selection as best fitted those whom it 
adjudges fitted for promotion. This is the 
primary difference between this proposed se- 
lection law and the existing law. Under the 
existitg law those officers who are not se- 
lected as best fitted to fill the vacancies in the 
next higher grade are retired at the expiration 
of given numbers of years of service fixed for 
their respective grades. Now, however, the 
board makes a secondary selection. After it 
has chosen, to the limited number allowed, 
those officers whom it considers best fitted, it 
surveys the fleld of those officers who have 
once failed of selection by a preceding board 
and decides which of those officers may, in 
its judgment, be considered as fitted for pro- 
motion, fitted to assume the duties of the next 
higher grade. There is also imposed on the 
selection board the additional duty of recom- 
mending, to the total number desired by the 
President, the officers who should be re- 
tained on active duty. This requirement of 
recommendation by the board will prevent 
pressure upon the Navy Department for the 
retention on duty of certain officers, to the 
prejudice of others. 

Subsection (c), as inserted by the com- 
mittee’s amendment, requires the board to re- 
port any officers, of less than 21 years’ ser- 
vice, among those eligible for selection, who 
have failed to perform their duties satisfac- 
torily. 

Subsection (d), covers the aeronautical- 
engineering-duty-only officers, It allows the 
selection of these officers on their comparative 
fitness among themselves only, without re- 
spect to other groups of officers, and con- 
sidering only their proficiency in their tech- 
nical duties. 

Subsection (e), repeats the present law with 
respect to the consideration of engineering- 
duty-only officers. It assures that they should 
not be judged on all-around fitness for all 
naval duties, but prescribes their selection on 
the basis of the duties to which they may be 
asigned. The last sentence completes the 
repitition of the present law in this respect 
and assures the additional number status of 
these officers. 

Subsection (f), requires a two-thirds vote 
of the board, as under existing law, in af- 
firmation of any officer selected as best fitted 
for promotion or adjudged fitted for promo- 
tion. 

Section 10, subsection (a) provides, in con- 
sonance with the present law, that the board 
shall certify that it has considered the case of 
every eligible officer and that its recommen- 
dations and designations are in accordance 
with the preceding section. 

Subsection (b) provides for final action by 
the President, as provided by existing law 
and as appropriate in his status as Com- 
mander in Chief of the United States Navy, 
on the board's recommendations. The pro- 
viso permits the filling of any vacancy in the 
board's list caused by the disapproval by the 
President of any officers thereon. 

Section 11, by subsection (a), the names of 
officers recommended by the board, as either 
best fitted or fitted, and approved by the 
President, are placed upon a promotion list 
and are promoted in their regular order, offi 
cers adjudged fitted being promoted at the 
same time as their adjacent fellow officers 
chosen as best fitted and promoted to fill va- 
cancles., The present requirement that officers 
chosen by an earlier board should be first pro- 
moted before those of a later board is con 
tinned. Subject to this precedence of the 
prior selectees, all officers, whether selected as 
best fitted or adjudged fitted and to be re- 
tained, are thus to be promoted in their rela 
tive order on the Navy list at the time of 
their consideration by the selection board 
which so names them. 

The last proviso provides that the officers 
selected as best fitted for promotion should 
he given priority in assignment to duty. This, 
because the best performance of responsible 
duties can be expected of them, and hecause 
they are the most profitable source of in- 
vestment for training for future higher re 
sponsibilities, the group upon whom should 
be concentrated the training produced by the 
acceptance and discharge of responsible 
duties. 

In subsection (b) the present law regarding 
the removal of an officer from the promotion 
list for misconduct and his reconsideration 
by the next board is repeated, 

In subsection (c) the present requirement of 
2 years’ actual sea service before promotion 
is continued, but with the inclusion of time 
on the promotion list for the grade, to be 
consistent with the present law and this bill, 
which credit such time on the promotion list 
toward eligibility for selection. Special 
exemption for special cases in war and na- 
tional emergency are provided, as in the pres- 
ent law. 

Section 12, in subsection (a) all officers on 
the active list who have now failed of selec 
tion are protected against possible early re- 
tirement under existing law. All are thus as- 
sured of one further opportunity of con- 
sideration by a selection board, and all except 
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those who are captains or lieutenants (junior 
grade) are now given the opportunity of being 
adjudged fitted for promotion. All nonpro- 
motion retirements effective this June under 
existing law are by the effect of this section 
automatically suspended until after another 
selection board has considered the officers con- 
cerned, 

Subsection (b), provides for the retirement 
of officers, except Heutenant commanders, 
lieutenants, and lieutenants (junior grade), 
who twice fail of selection and are not ad- 
judged fitted for promotion. These officers 
are retired at the rate of pay fixed by existing 
law. 

Subsection (c), provides for the discharge 
of lieutenants (junior grade) twice failing of 
selection, with 1 year’s pay, and of lieu- 
tenants and lieutenant commanders not se- 
lected as best fitted nor adjudged fitted for 
promotion, with 2 years’ pay. The proviso 
accords to officers who have by their own 
efforts qualified for commission in the line 
from the warrant grades the privilege in lieu 
of discharge on nonselection or adjudgment 
as fitted, of reverting to their warrant grades, 

Subsection (d) provides primarily for the 
term of service of officers reported as fitted by 
the selection boards and recommended for 
retention on active duty. They are assured 
careers, of 30, 28 and 26 years according to 
their respective grades, representing approx|- 
mately 2, 7 and 12 years after their second 
failure of selection as best fitted. Their ser- 
vices are thus available to the Navy for this 
length of time and their continuance reduces 
both the size of the retired list and the num- 
ber of annual graduates required from the 
Naval Academy. This continuance on active 
duty applies only to those officers recom- 
mended therefor. 

The first proviso permits those officers re- 
tained. on active duty to be selected for 
further promotion if they have shown abill- 
ties warranting their choice among the best 
fitted, but does not continue their promotion 
on the fitted basis. 

The second proviso limits their opportuni- 
ties for such selection to two, the same as 
their contemporaries who have been pro- 
moted after selection as best fitted. If they 
are not so selected, they are under the third 
proviso retired at the expiration of the stated 
terms of years. 

Subsection (¢) as passed by the House, per- 
mits the voluntary retirement, if approved by 
the President, of line officers after 20 years’ 


service, It repeals the existing authority for 
non-graduate line officers to retire at any 
time, 


Subsection (f), provides for the retirement 
on promotion of those officers who have been 
adjudged fitted for promotion, but who have 
not been recommended for retention on the 
active list with the pay of the grade from 
which promoted, 

Subsection (), provides for the honorable 
discharge of those officers reported by the 
selection board as unsatisfactorily performing 
their duty. 

Subsection (h), permits the promotion of 
officers on retirement, for physical disabilities 
incurred in the line of duty, consequent to 
failure on physical examination for promo- 
tion, and reinstates the old law tn effect up 
to the institution of the present selection sys- 
tem. The rate of pay fixed is that now appll- 
cable under basic law to officers of all the 
military services retired for “line of duty” 
disabilities, 

Subsection (i1)—formerly (g)—as passed by 
the House, provides for the discharge forth- 
with, with 1 year’s pay, of officers who fail 
on professional examination, This discharge 
is limited, however, to officers of less than 21 
years’ service; retirement, as under present 
law, for those of longer service, is permitted. 

Subsection (j), guarantees to officers now in 
each grade, above that of lieutenant (junior 
grade) the full length of service, before re- 
tirement for nonselection, now accorded them 
by existing law. 

The proviso to this subsection removes from 
the officers retained to this ultimate length 
of service any subsequent eligibility for se- 
lection. This is In consonance with the gen- 
eral basis of the bill that all officers shall 
receive two chances of selection but shall not 
recelve more, to the disadvantage of others 
who might not be so privileged, 


Subsection (k), provides a guarantee to 
present lieutenant commanders, and lieu- 
tenants, and to Heutenants (junior grade) 


now additional numbers by reason of non- 
selection, of the length of service and retire- 
ment accorded them under existing law. 
After two failures of selection these officers, 
although retained, are likewise ineligible for 
further selection. The last proviso grants 
promotion to lieutenant commander on re- 
tirement of Heutenants with World War ser- 


vice. (Note: as the result of an error in the 
final drafting of the act nonselected lieu- 
tenants and Heutenant commanders do not 


hecome ineligible for selection.) 
Subsection (1). Permits the promotion, on 
retirement of officers commended for their

Text of Personnel Act 
(Continued from Page 936) 
(a) of title 34 of the United States code, is 
hereby repealed, 

(f) Captains, commanders, and lieutenant 
commanders promoted to those grades by 
reason of adjudgment as fitted for promotion 
but not recommended by the report of a selec- 
tion board, as approved by the President, for 
retention on the active list shall be retired on 
the date they are so promoted with the re- 
tired pay of the grade from which promoted: 
Provided, That such officers shall not be re- 
tired earlier than six months after the date of 
approval by the President of the report of the 
selection board in which they were adjudged 
fitted for promotion, 

(g) Officers named in a report of a selec- 
tion board, as approved by the President, in 
accordance with the provisions of section 9 
(c), shall be honorably discharged on June 
30 of the fiseal year in which so named: Pro- 
vided, That such officers shall receive on dis- 
charge not more than one year’s pay if lieu- 
tenants (junior grade), or two years’ pay if 
of a higher grade, 

(h) Officers on.a promotion list who fail to 
pass the required physical examination for 
promotion and who are found incapacitated 
for service by reason of physical disability 
contracted in the line of duty shall be retired 
in the rank for which they were selected, or 
adjudged fitted, with retired pay at the rate 
of 75 per centum of the active-duty pay of the 
grade to which selected or adjudged fitted. 

(i) Officers who fail on the professional 
examination for promotion shall be honorably 
discharged with one year’s pay if of less than 
twenty years’ service; if of over twenty years’ 
service they shall be retired on June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which they so fail with retired 
pay computed as in section 12 (b) of this Aet. 

(j) No officer on the active list of the Navy 
on date of approval of this Act shall be re- 
tired in his present grade by reason of the 
provisions of subsection (b) of this section 
or in the next higher grade by reason of the 
provisions of subsection (f) of this section 
sooner than he would have been retired by 
reason of service ineligibility for consider- 
ation for selection under provisions of law in 
effect on the date of approval of this Act: 
Provided, That when any such officer shall 
have twice failed of selection as best fitted he 
shall become ineligible for considerscion by 
subsequent selection boards, 

(k) Officers now in the grades of lieutenant 
commander and leutenant, and lieutenants 
(junior grade) now additional numbers on the 
active list of the Navy by reason of the oper- 
ation of the Act of March 3, 1931 (46 Stat. 
1483), as amended, shall, at their own request, 
in lieu of the honorable discharge provided in 
subsection (c) of this section, be continued 
on the active list of the Navy until the com- 
pletion of the period of service designated in 
the said Act, as amended, and shall then be 
retired as provided therein, but when they 
have twice failed of selection as best fitted 
they shall become ineligible for consideration 
by subsequent selection boards for promotion 
to lieutenant: Provided, That lieutenants who 
served in the Navy or Naval Reserve Force 
prior to November 12, 1918, and who shall 
have completed not less than twenty-one 
years of service shall on retirement as pro- 
vided in this subsection be advanced to the 
grade of lieutenant commander on the retired 
list with the retired pay of that grade. 

(1) All line officers of the Navy who have 
been specially commended for their perform- 
ance of duty in actual combat by the head of 
the executive department under whose juris- 
diction such duty was performed, when re- 
tired except as provided in section 12 (h) of 
this Act, shall, upon retirement, be placed 
upon the retired list with the rank of the next 
higher grade and with three-fourths of the 
active-duty pay of the grade in which serving 
at the time of retirement, 
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Sec. 13. (a) Should it be found in time of 
peace at the end of any fiscal year that the 
average number of vacancies in the grade of 
rear admiral for the fiscal years subsequent 
to the passage of this Act has been less than 
eight, the Secretary of the Navy shall con- 
vene a board consisting of the Chief of Naval 
Operations, the Commander in Chief, United 
States Fleet, and the Commander, Battle 
Force, to recommend for retirement a suffi- 
cient number of rear admirals to cause the 
aforesaid average number of vacancies. 

(b) The report of the board shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or dis- 
approval; if the President shall disapprove 
the recommendations of the board in whole or 
in part, the board shall then recommend addi- 
tional officers for retirement equal in number 
to those disapproved by the President. 

(c) Officers so recommended for retirement 
and approved by the President shall be 
placed upon the retired list on June 30 of the 
fiscal year of the approval of the report of 
the board, with retired pay at the rate of 75 
per centum of their active-duty pay. 


Prebationary Appointments of Officers 

Sec, 14, (a) The Secretary of the Navy, 
under such regulations as he may prescribe, 
may hereafter revoke the commission of any 
officer on the active list, initially commis- 
sioned after the date of this Act, who, at 
the date of said revocation has had less than 
seven years of continuous service as a com- 
missioned officer of the line of the Navy or of 
the Marine Corps, and each officer whose com- 
mission is so revoked shall be discharged from 
the naval service: Provided, That the selection 
boards considering Heutenants (junior grade) 
shall report the name of officers of that grade 
whom they consider lacking in aptitude for 
the naval service, and the commissions of offi- 
cers so reported shall be revoked: Provided 
further, That no officer discharged by reason 
of revocation of commission within a period 
of probation shall receive advanced pay or 
allowances upon such discharge. 

(b) If there be in any year an excess num- 
ber of graduates of the Naval Academy avail- 
able for commission in the line of the Navy 
over that number which in the opinion of the 
Secretary of the Navy, will satisfactorily meet 
the needs of the Navy for commissioned offi- 
cers, such excess number of graduates shall 
be given a certificate of graduation and an 
honorable discharge with one year’s pay if 
they are designated by the academic board of 
the Naval Academy as having an aptitude for 
the naval service: Provided, That only those 
midshipmen who are designated by the aca- 
demic board of the Naval Academy as having 
an aptitude for the naval service shall be 
initially commissioned, all other graduates 
to be given a certificate of graduation and an 
honorable discharge without pay. 


Marine Corps 

See. 15. (a) The rank among themselves of 
officers of the Marine Corps appointed from 
sources other than the Naval Academy with 
the same date of cominission shall be deter- 
mined on promotion to first Heutenant by 
boards of officers under such rules as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, and 
the recommendations of such boards shall be 
final when approved by him. 

(by Section 1 of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved May 29, 1934 (48 Stat. 811), is hereby 
amended to read as follows: “That hereafter 
commissioned officers of the Marine Corps 
shall be authorized in number in the same 
proportion to authorized enlisted strength 
and shall be distributed in grades, promoted, 
retired, and discharged in like manner and 
with the same relative conditions in all re- 
aspects as provided for commissioned officers 
of the line of the Navy, by existing law, or 
by laws hereafter enacted, except as may be 
necessary to adapt the said provisions to the 
Marine Corps, or as herein otherwise pro- 
vided: Provided, That except in time of war 
there shall be not’more than fourteen general 
officers on the active list of the Marine Corps, 
exclusive of the heads of staff departments 
and additional numbers in grade. 

(c) Section 11 of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved May 29, 1934 (48 Stat. 812), is hereby 
amended by striking out the words “on a 
promotion list” and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words “selected as best fitted for pro- 
motion,” and by striking out the word “not” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words “re- 
moved from and not replaced,” so that the 
said section shall read as follows: 

“Sec. 11. That an officer whose name is 
placed on an eligible list for appointment as 
head of a staff department shall not be again 
considered for that office by any subsequent 
selection board, except as otherwise provided 
in this section, and shall, in respect to in- 
voluntary retirement, be in the same status 
as if selected as best fitted for promotion: 
Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy 
may, in his discretion, with the approval of 
the President, remove his name from such 
list and submit it to the next ensuing selec- 
tion beard for consideration and recom- 
mendation. If recommended for appointment 
by said board and approved by the President, 
the name of such officer shall be replaced on 
the eligible list from which removed without 
prejudice by reason of its having been tempo- 
rarily removed therefrom. If not recom- 





mended by said board, such officer shall be 
subject to involuntary retirement under the 
same conditions as provided for in the case 
of an officer whose name is removed from and 
not replaced on a promotion list.” 

(d) Hereafter the authorized’ enlisted 
strength of the active list of the Marine Corps 
shall be at all times 20 per centum of the 
total authorized enlisted strength of the ac- 
tive list of the Navy, exclusive of the Hos- 
pital Corps, prisoners undergoing sentence of 
discharge, enlisted men detailed for duty with 
the Naval Militia, and the Flying Corps. 

(e) Should it be found in time of peace at 
the end of any fiscal year that the average 
number of vacancies in the grade of general 
officer of the line of the Marine Corps for the 
fiscal years subsequent to the passage of this 
Act has been less than two, the Secretary of 
the Navy shall direct the board provided for 
in section 13 of this Act to recommend for re- 
tirement a sufficient number of general offi- 
cers of the line to cause the aforesaid average 
number of vacancies, the approval by the 
President of the recommendations and the re- 
tirement of the general officers to be effected 
under the same conditions as provided for in 
that section for rear admirals of the Navy. 

(f) The provisions of this Act relating to 
selection boards designating officers whom 
they adjudge fitted for promotion shall not 
apply to brigadier generals of the Marine 
Corps and when such officers twice fail of 
selection as best fitted, as defined in section 9 
(a) of this Act, they shall be placed on the 
retired list on June 30 of the fiscal year in 
which they fail of selection as best fitted the 
second time, with retired pay at the rate of 
75 per centum of their active-duty pay. 

(gz) Whenever there are insufficient general 
officers available to comprise a_ selection 
board for the recommendation of officers for 
promotion to the grades of brigadier general 
and colonel without placing thereon general 
officers who served as members of the same 
corresponding board the preceding year, ex- 
cept the Commanding General, Fleet Marine 
Force, line officers of the Navy of the grade of 
rear admiral of the line may be substituted 
for general officers of the Marine Corps in 
order to comply with the provisions of sec- 
tion 5 (ec) of this Act. 

Miscellancous Provisions 

Sec, 16. (a) The provisions of this Act shall 
not apply to officers of the Staff Corps of the 
Navy. 

(b) The Secretary of the Navy shall pre- 
scribe regulations whereby a uniform system 
of establishing a record of the efficiency of 
officers may be employed throughout the 
Navy. 

Repeal Provisions 

Sec. 17. All laws or parts of laws incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act are 
hereby repealed, and the provisions of this 
Act shall be in effect in lieu thereof. 
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performance of duty in actual combat. 
Section 13 provides for the maintenance in 
time of peace of an average annual number 
of vacancies in the grade of rear admiral of 
eight, thereby permitting the advancement of 
eight captains per year to that grade and in- 
suring a regular flow of promotion to this 
highest grade in the Navy, by the elimination, 
when necessary to maintain that average, of 
rear admirals upon the recommendation of 
the board composed as stated. 


The report of the board is submitted to the 
President as in the case of the regular selec- 
tion boards, and the rear admirals recom- 
mended for retirement by the board and ap- 
proved by the President are retired, with 
normal retired pay for officers with that 
length of service. 

Section 14, subsection (a) provides a 7-year 
probationary period for all line and marine 
officers entering after the date of this act. 
It precludes any payment on revocation of 
commission during this probationary period 
and provides also for the discharge of officers 
found lacking in aptitude for the naval sel- 
vice, 

Subsection (tH) permits the restriction of 
initial commissions in the line in case of over- 
large graduating classes, thereby removing 
at the source a possible cause of later diffi- 
culty in a promotion “hump,” and restricts 
the granting of commissions to those mid- 
shipmen only who show satisfactory aptitude 
for the service. 

Section 15 provides special provisions neces- 
sary to adapt the bill completely to the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

Subsection (a) provides for the proper plac- 
ing, in order of seniority of appointees to the 
Marine Corps from other sources than the 
Naval Academy. 

Subsection (b) amends the existing law so 
as to permit the application of the same per- 
centage of officers to authorized enlisted 
strength to the Marine Corps as to the line 
of the Navy. 

Subsection (c) changes the wording of 
existing law in regard to selection for ap- 
pointment as head of a staff department to 
conform to the phraseology used in the bill, 
and continues to place such officers in the 
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same status as officers selected for promotion 
in the line. 

Subsection (d) expresses the existing ratio 
between the actual numerical authorized en- 
listed strength of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
so that if in the future the enlisted strength 
of the Navy is increased its auxiliary arm, the 
Marine Corps, will be proportionately jp. 
creased without specific legislation. 

Subsection (e) applies in time of peace to 
the general officer grades in the Marine Corps 
an elimination of general officers, in order to 
insure a regular flow of promotion to those 
grades, similar to that provided for the Navy 
in section 13. 

Subsection (f) provides that brigadier gep. 
erals failing of selection as best fitted for the 
grade of major general shall not be subject 
to adjudgment as fitted for promotion, but, 
like captains in the Navy and by similarity 
colonels in the Marine Corps, shall be retired 
after twice failing of selection as best fitted, 

Subsection (g) provides for the use of rear 
admirals of the Navy to complete Marine 
Corps selection boards for promotion to the 
grades of colonel and brigadier general, when 
there are insufficient Marine Corps genera] 
officers to provide successive boards of dif. 
ferent composition. 

Section 16, by subsection (a) the officers of 
the Staff Corps of the Navy are excluded 
from the operation of the bill. 

Subsection (b) requires the establishment 
of a uniform system of a record of the eff- 
ciency of officers.

Business is sighing with relief at the 
adjournment of Congress. It will have 
a breathing spell for some months un- 
troubled by more regulatory legislation 
or by additional inquiries. The most far 
reaching bill enacted during the week 
wus that establishing minimum wages 
and maximum hours, far reaching be- 
cause it enables the federal government 
to go into the states and impose its 
scales upon any business, large or small, 
the products of which go into interstate 
commerce, Another far reaching measure 
enacted was that which extends federal 
jurisdiction over streams in need of flood 
control, without first obtaining the con- 
sent of the states as heretofore. This 
means the Administration has been given 
sweeping authority to set up power proj- 
ects without reference to state attitude. 
Both the wage-hour and flood control 
provision referred to will be subjects of 
court controversy. While Labor won a 
victory in the passage of the wage-hour 
act, it failed to obtain expansion of the 
Walsh-Healy Act, whereby companies 
which violated the National Labor Re- 
lations Act would be barred at the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of Labor from 
government contracts for three years. 
Refusal of the House Rules Committee 
to grant a rule was responsible for non- 
action on the bill, and it followed con- 
ferences of President Lewis of the CIO 
with members of the Committee in the 
office of the Speaker of the House, Sent 
to the President for his signature was the 
Spending-Lending Act, Even before it was 
signed plans were put into operation by 
the WPA and the PWA to inaugurate 
projects and pay the dole to the needy. 
It was announced that the WPA would 
purchase at a cost of 10 millions the sur- 
plus stocks of the men’s, women’s and 
children’s clothing industry, in order to 
raise prices in that industry and clothe 
the poor. To aid the farmers, an addi- 
tional 212 millions were specifically ap- 
propriated to obtain parity prices for 
their products. Five hundred thousand 
instead of a million dollars were given 
for Rural electrification, which will 
serve as another farm aid. It is esti- 
muted that the relief-recovery program 
for the entire fiscal year will cost 6.219 
billions, including the 1.5 billions the 
RFC is authorized to loan, the antici- 
pated 900 millions required for the last 
four or five months of the year, and 300 
millions for flood relief. Congress refused 
to permit the FRC to make loans to the 
railroads without recommendation by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
cause of the refusal being the opposition 
of the Railroad Labor unions which in- 
sisted that before railroad financial re- 
lief be granted the carriers must drop 
their plans for a 15% wage cut. Partial 
ald may be given to the roads by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
has announced a reopening of the pass- 
enger fare issue, involving an extra 
charge to passengers of 40 millions. But 
this small sum will hardly save from de- 
fault those carriers which are in a des- 
perate condition, Disturbing to business 
will be the investigation into monopolies, 
which Congress authorized, after reject- 
ing a radia broadcasting investigating 
resolution. It is feared the monopoly in- 
quiry will be used to show that large cor- 
porations are responsible for high prices 
and not the devaluation of the dollar and 
other stimulants to increased costs for 
which the Administration is responsible. 
An investigation also has been ordered 





into the Merchant Marine. All told a 
score of probes will be in progress during 

the summer, among them one on relief in 
polities, which, because of the restric- 
tions imposed, will be of little value, Be- 
‘ause of its repercussion on the United 
States, it is important to note that no im- 
provement has occurred in British busi- | 
ness activity. Nor is any change likely 
in the near future in view of the wars in 
Spain and China. Of further interest 
to us is that a pessimistic view prevails 
in Europe as to our business prospects. 
This means that foreigners are no longer 
consistent buyers of American stocks, 
and their purchases have come to a pause. 
Gold hoarding continues in London in 
spite of official denials of reports that 
our Treasury contemplates further de- 
valuation of the dollar. That the Ad- 
ministration has some scheme of mone- 
tary manipulation in view is insistently 
rumored, but confirmation is lacking.

Award of the contracts for the reegp. 
ditioning of the three liners which wij 
be operated in the new steamship seryje 
to the East Coast of South America whic, 
the United States Maritime Commission 
will inaugurate on or about September 
1, was announced this week by Reap 
Adm. Emory 8. Land, USN-Ret., chair. 
man. Bids were opened June 7. 

The Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora. 
tion of New York City with a bid of $685. 
000 for any two ships, Was awarded the 
contract for the reconditioning of the gg 
Virginia and the 8.8. Pensylvania. The 
work will be done in the shipyards of the 
United Dry Dock Company of Brooklyy, 
N. Y., which the Bethlehem Corporation 
recently acquired. 

The Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company of Newport News, 
Va., with a bid of $307,000 for any one 
ship was awarded the contract for the re 
conditioning of the SS California. 

Bids for the work submitted by the 
Robins Dry Dock Company of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and the Atlantic Basin & [roy 
Works of Brooklyn, N. Y., and those of the 
Newport News Company for more thay 
one vessel was rejected by the Commis 
sion, Chairman Land said, because they 
did not comply with the bid invitation, 

All three liners, which were recently 
acquired from the Panama Pacific Line 
are now tied up at New York. 

The SS Virginia will be the first ship 
reconditioned by the Bethlehem Com 
pany. Under the terms of the contract, 
the work on this liner, as well as that 
on the SS California, must be completed 
within sixty days. The Bethlehem Com 
pany has 74 days in which to finish the 
work on the SS Pennsylvania. 

While the three liners are among the 
most modern ships in the American 
merchant marine, all of them having been 
launched within the past 10 years, ex 
tensive reconditioning will be done to 
prepare them for the new South Ameri 
can service. 

The work includes spacious new swilt- 
ming pools for each vessel; rearrange 
ment and enlargement of cabins to in 
crease the comfort of passengers; im 
provement of crew quarters; air-condi 
tioning of the dining salons; installation 
of a lido deck; and other new features 
and facilities required for modern steam 
ship travel.

Secretary Woodring's Speech

Gentlemen of West Point: 

Nature and art have combined to give this 
institution a unique and a sublime setting 
Throughout the majestic beauty which 
everywhere present there is a dominant note, 
but it is a note of the austere, not of the 
benign. Here is no alma mater, no “benign 
mother” of Princeton or of Williams; 
rather West Point, as Hlorace has it, the

“Duty 
honor, country” —the ideal embodied in this 
motto of the Academy has been the quicken 
ing impulse through the years of more than 
a century. To that ideal your predecessors, 
those ancestors of the spirit, have, with the 
rarest of exceptions, been remarkably stead 
fast. They have been honorable gentlemen, 
gentlemen unafraid, who did their full duty 
with patriotic devotion 

Youth nurtured in such a West 
Point, daily drinking of the institution's 
spirit, rapt in the spell of honored tradition, 
is in a sensitive state of receptivity. In that 
receptive state you have readily assimilated

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scholastic as well 
you have learned 


accepted theories and facts, 
as military. To that extent 
to think and act alike, to hold largely 
same views on academic and military subjects, 
Homogeneity is an especial virtue in a body 
of military men, It is true that at West Point 
there is less of the inductive, less of the semi 
nar, less of the dialectic than in the average 
university. Nevertheless, the scholastic stand 
ing of West Point and its graduates com 
pares favorably with that of any institution 
in the world, 

It will probably surprise many people, per 
haps even some cadets, to learn that the 
graduates of West Point have not perfected 
themselves in military science while at the 
nendemy. They have been well-grounded in 
the fundamentals, but their education in the 
art of war will continue throughout their 
service, Experience, supplemented by study, 
individually and in classes at service schools, 
will be needed to round out the professional 


education of the cadets, to complete their 
training. 
But the continuance of your professional 


studies and the advancement of your military 
knowledge are not sufficient to make you a 
good officer. You should develop and retain 
a keen interest in world affairs, in the current 
history of this sometimes confused but always 
interesting planet. You should continue to 
pursue your excursions into the history of 
government, art and literature and continu 
ally breaden your cultural background, 

As army officers you will lead no isolated, 
cloistered existence, Each army post is deti 
nitely a part of the local community and the 
army is the people’s army. No army officer 
serves his country well if he confines his in 
terest, his friends and his associations within 
the limits of a military reservation. In each 
community you will become acquainted with 
political, business and social leaders whose 
views are frequently accepted and repented 
us gospel by themselves and by their a 
clates, These opinions are entitled to 
sideration but should not be accepted by 
without analysis Think for yourself 
economic, political and social matters, 

One of the West Point 
is its democracy Kach cadet starts from 
seratch. No matter whe his father was 
what he or his family has done heretofore, 
each cadet is appraised by his fellow 
and by his officers on his performance after

he comes through the sally-port, Let me as 
sure you that you will again start from 
seratch when you report for your first duty 


Of course, you will have had better prelim! 


nary training than those who have not had 
the adventage of West Point, Otherwise the 
continued existence of this institution would 


not be justified, for West Point is maintained 


for the Army, not the Army for West Point 

St. Paul said, “Forgetting the things that 
are behind T press toward the mark.” Re 
member, of course, your training, your 
worthy traditions, and your loyalty toe the 
school, but forget your past successes and 
failures, too except to profit by them. You 


will be judged in the army solely on your per 
formance after you become officers, and you 
will not be favored in any way merely because 
you are graduates. Any belief to the con 
trary in any quarter is erroneous. As fair 
minded men, imbued with the spirit of West 
Point, you would not have it otherwise. Do 
not depend upon the fickle goddess, whether 
Fortune, Luck, Chance or 


you hail her as 

Accident. She may smile upon you once, or, 
pehaps, twiee, but continued success, in the 
urmy and out, comes not through her, but 
through character, intelligence, hard work 
nud aspiration. 

I know of no other profession inp which 
superiors are more interested in the success 
of subordinates than in the army. As com 
missioned officers you will have much less 
supervision than you have had as cadets 
Nevertheless, your work will be coustantly 


under observation, From the moment you re 
port for duty you will begin to build a ser 
vice reputation, If that reputation from the 
beginning is one of loyal, conscientious devo 


tion to duty, of painstaking effort and un 
flagging industry you will go far. If you 
fail to apply yourself diligently, if you avoid 
opportunities to advance your knowledge, and 


if you shirk your duties or are satistied with 


an indifferent performance there is no place 
for you in the army. 

As Secretary of War one of my duties is to 
recommend officers to the President for pro 
motion to the rank of general officer. tn order 
to do this intelligently and with impartial 
justice T must review carefully the records 
of a large number of officers from the time 
they first received their commissions to the 
present tine In doing so, I have found it 
strikingly evident that the outstanding officer 


of today was outstanding from the bevinning 
He did not spend his years as a junior officer 
in idleness and then somewhat late in life 
suddenly attain distinction, 

The United States Army enjoys the complete 


and whe ried confidence of the people 
of the counts This is largely due to the 
fact that roughout its long and glorious 
history ¢! y has sought only to serve 
never to « te the country. It is the duty 


the 








of every soldier, and particularly of every offi 
cer, to see that the army continues to be 
worthy of that high trust. 

The United States Army is a citizen army, 
The Regular Army is the professional element 
of that army. It must work in close coopera 
tion with the National Guard and the Organ 
ized Reserves. Officers of the Regular Army 
in performing their ordinary duties neces 
sarily maintain contact with their 
civillan neighbors in the various communities 
of the country. To these officers the civilians 
look for authentic information on the nature 
and purpose of the United States Army. In 
this connection the army officers themselves 
must always be mindful of the fact that our 


close 


army is the people's army and without the 
sympathetic and continued support of the 
public it will fail of its mission, Our army 


exists solely for defense, not for aggression, 
Its purpose is not to wage war but to pre 
serve the peace, Tn an emergency our Regular 
Army will form but a small nucleus of the 
ereat citizen army needed to defend the coun 
try. The nation must rely for its defense not 
only on its man power, but also on the full 
power of its industrial resources and on the 
whole-hearted moral and material support of 
its citizens. The army is only one element, 
although a very important one, in the defense 
of the nation, Officers of our army should be 
ever mindful of these considerations, 

Personally and in behalf of your Com 
mander-in-Chief, T welcome each of you gen 
tlemen of the graduating class to the Corps 
of Commissioned Officers of the United tSates 
Army
